A ma¬ 
jority vote at both locations was required 
to,adopt the proposition. It was definite¬ 
ly understood before election that al 1 ii ve 
votes at the smelter site favored the 
annexation movement. 

Considerable ill-feeling was created 
in this city Monday night when the 
vote at the smelter site was announced. 
The matter will again be taken up at a 
later date.

FRUIT—There is complaint of qual¬ 
ity of most fruit reaching this market.* 
Canning and shipping kinds are 
cleaned up largely in the orchards and 
San Francisco is used as a dump for 
unsalable stuff. There is sale for all 
good stock at fair prices, Peaches of 
lower grade are plentiful and cheap. 
Some fine apricots from nearby are in 
and sell readily, but poor grades are 
slow at sacrifice prices. River fruits 
are maturing and replace that from 
early districts, some fine Bartlett pears 
appearing, but there are more culls 
than anything else. Melons are arriv¬ 
ing in carloads but there is a good 
demand for the best. In grapes, the 
Sultanas. Fontainbleaus, Thompsons 
and Malagas are becoming plentiful, 
the former bringing best prices. Quo¬ 
tations on the best of each fruit are 
as follows: Peaches 50c a basket, 
apricots 50c. pears $1.50 box, water¬ 
melons $3 doz., cantaloupes $2.50 crate, 
Sultana grapes $1.50, Fontainbleaus 
$1, Malagas $1. 

BERRIES—Berries meet less de 
mand with the advent of standard 
fruits, and though they are scarcer 
prices are low, and much is in poor 
condition as the season coses. Logans 
are an exception, the demand and 
quality being good. Quotations are: 
Strawberries, best Long worths, $4 a 
chest; blacks $3.50, logins $4, rasps $6. 
$6.50. 

VEGETABLES Potatoes have be 
come active after a long slump, dur¬ 
ing the surplus of old stock. As re¬ 
ceipts flow and ebb prices vary from 
under to above $L a cental for best 
rivers. The sharp advance of the first 
of July invited heavy shipments and 
at present there is a heavy supply on 
hand. Onions continue firm at present, 
quotations, which are slightly lower 
Tomatoes are coming from all points, 
a good deal inferior small stock ap¬ 
pearing, with heavy decline. Peas and 
beans sell well and the supply is mod¬ 
erate. Lima beans have come in, sell¬ 
ing at 7@8c. Green corn is lower. 
Quotations: 
lbs.; potatoes 75<3>90c, peas and beans 
3@5c lb., best tomatoes $1.25 box, 
corn $1@1.50 sack.

If the sale of hunters’ licenses in 
San Francisco and nearby points, as 
well as throughout the whole State, 
is any criterion, there is a lively time 
soon coming for antlered bucks, for 
the open season begins Friday, July 
15th, and will continue, under the 
terms of the general statute, until No¬ 
vember 1st. Incidentally the open 
season for doves will commence on the 
same date, closing October 15th, a 
period of three months.

While the dirigible balloon “Erbs- 
loeh” was flying over the village of 
Pattcheed, Germany, it collapsed and 
fell to the ground, killing the five 
occupants, Oscar Erbsloeh, aeronaut 
and inventor, winner of the interna¬ 
tional balloon race held in America in 
1907, and four companions, Herr 
Toelle, a manufacturer of Barmen, 
Engineers Hoeppe and Kranz, and the 
motor man, Spieke. 

There have been various estimates 
of the height at which the dirigible 
was flying when an explosion shook 
the atmosphere. The majority of the 
observers report it was 2624 feet in 
the air when it blew up, but later 
estimates make the height 500 feet. 
An idea of the force with which the 
airship struck the ground may be 
gleaned from the fact that the motor 
was driven ten feet into the soft earth. 
The bodies among the wreckage were 
pitifully mangled. Erbsloeh’s body 
was unrecognizable. 

The flight started from the village 
of Reichlingen, near Dusseldorf, at 9 
o'clock in the morning. The weather 
was warm and fine, although there 
were indications that fog was likely to 
gather at the high altitudes. Never¬ 
theless, it was deemed safe to start 
on the cruise of several hours, which 


At Bournemouth, the first flying j 
tournament of the year in England 
was brought to a tragic close by the 1 
dramatic death of the most daring 
British aviator, Charles S. Rolls, third 
son of Lord Llangattock. 

In the presence of a great company 
of spectators, a majority of whom were 
women and children and many per¬ 
sonal friends of the young aviator, 
the Wright biplane on which he was 
(lying, fell suddenly with terrific speed 
from a height of 100 feet. It struck 
the ground close to the crowded grand 
stand, smashed into a tangled mass, | 
and before the doctors and their as- :

was dead. 

The event in which Rolls was com- 
peting was for a prize for the aviator 
alighting nearest a given mark. The 
goal was directly in front of the grand 
stand, where the spectators were , 
massed. He had risen to a good 
height, then shut off his motor and 
was gliding in a broad circle toward 
the mark. 

Tail-Piece Snaps Off. 

Without warning the tail-piece of 
the biplane snapped off. The machine 
gave a sudden lurch and the frame¬ 
work crumpled up in the air. When it 
struck the ground it was smashed to 
splinters.

Farm Hands Only Witnesses. 

There were no witnesses except 
some farm laborers in a field, who 
were watching the dirigible as it flew 
over the village of Pattcheed. These 
men say they suddenly heard an ex¬ 
plosion overhead. Then they saw a 
rent in the balloon, the car tilted and 
the airship pitched headlong down¬ 
ward, striking the earth with frightful 
velocity. What had been an airship 
when they hurried to it was a con¬ 
fused mass of rods, ropes, benzine 
tanks and wheels, covered with tat¬ 
tered fragments of a yellow envelope. 

The bodies of the five men were so 
mangled as to be unrecognizable when 
soldiers and physicians reached the 
spot where the car struck. The feet 
of most of the men were shoeless and 
their clothing in tatters, being rent 
probably by the explosion which 
wrecked the balloon. The car itself 
was shattered to tiny fragments.
